ARMY MEDICAL CENTER 


T the invitation of the War Depart 
ment, representatives of the press 
on 12 April inspected the Army Medical 
Center and its included Walter Reed Gen 
eral Hospital, located on upper 16th Street 
Northwest, Washington, D. C. The in- 
spection lasted from 9:30 A.M. to 5:15 
P.M. during which the advance made in 
medical and surgical science since 1918 
was vividly evidenced. 

After a message of greeting by Brig. 
Gen. Shelley U. Marietta, commanding 
officer of the Army Medical Center, the 
chiefs of service carried out, in turn, a 
personally conducted tour of various sec 
tions of the hospital and schools. Special 
attention was called to everything that 
is being done in preventive, curative, and 
rehabilitation ways for the benefit of the 
armed forces. 

Great interest centered around the 
orthopedic, physio-therapy, neuro-psychi 
atric, fever therapy, and dental sections 
but many high spots were also found in 
other sections of the Center. One of the 
most advanced techniques shown was that 
revealed by the use of the encephalograph 
—an electrical machine that records on 
paper impulses of various parts of the 
brain, enabling a surgeon, by these writ- 
ten messages, to tell whether and where 
the brain has been injured, and giving, 
in the case of tumors, the exact location 
of the growth. Impulses 100 times as small 
as heart-beats picked up by an electro 
cardiograph are recorded in this way. 

The X-ray department, with its modern 
development, was magnetic in interest be 
cause of the new types of machines that 
can be carried to the advance hospitals 
in battle areas. One of this type can be set 
up in the field in thirty minutes and needs 
only hand generated power to serve its 
purpose. Foreign bodies, like bullets and 
shrapnel can be located and removed with 
out the necessity of taking the wounded 
to hospitals beyond the battle area for 
operations. This type of machine and a 
smaller one that can be carried in an 
airplane have been developed by the per 
sonnel of the Medical Department. 

The Plastic-Surgery section, with pa- 
tients illustrating the work that is being 
done, emphasized the methods of recon- 
struction personnel from head to foot. 
Skin grafting is more scientific today be 
eause of the use of the Padgett derma- 
tohke—a machine that cuts at an even 
thickness skin that is to be grafted. But 
skin replacement is only one of the items 
included in plastic surgery. By its con- 
structive work defects and malformations 
are repaired and fat, connective tissue, 

, cartilage and nerves are readjusted 
or are transplanted from their immediate 
neighborhood or from a distant location. 
Injuries to jaws are repaired through the 
skill of Dental officers. 

@ preparation of blood pkisma re- 
quires and has a fully equipped labora 
tory at the Center. There the plasma is 
Seperated from the natural blood by 
Means of a centrifuge machine, the blood 
having been sealed in pint or half-pint 
Yacuum bottles. It is then frozen or dried 
for future use. In liquid form its usable

Check Retired Advancements | 


Restriction of the right of commended 
officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard and Coast and Geodetic Survey to 
promotion on the retired list to those 
commended before 7 Sept. 1939 was asked 
of Congress this week by the Navy De- 
partment. 

So many officers have been commended 
during this war that, if the present laws 
are interpreted as authorizing advance 
ment of these officers one grade when re- 
tired, “the advancement of officers upon | 
retirement will tend to become the rule 
rather than the exception,” the depart- 
ment pointed out in a letter to Congress, 
which accompanied a proposed bill. 

Senator Walsh, of Mass., has intro 
duced the department’s bill as 8. 996 

The text of the letter follows: 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation 
is to limit the privileges of advancement in 
rank on the retired lists, and possible in 
creased retired compensation, conferred by 
the acts listed in the proposed bill upon 
officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, and Coast and Geodetic Survey, spe 





cially commended for performance of duty 
in combat, to those commended prior to 8

“Certain of the acts conferring this privi 
lege are restricted to commendation for per 
formance of duty in combat with the enemy 
during the World War. In its administration 
of these Acts, the Navy Department has in 
terpreted the authority to confer the privi 
leges granted as limiting the commendation 
by the date of these particular enactments 
The later enactments however are not by their 
terms restricted to combat in the World War 





and are susceptible of interpretations which 
would confer the privilege upon officers com 
mended subsequent to the date of enactment 
“Engagements with enemy forces during | 
the present war have resulted in the awarding 
of special commendation for the performance 
of duty in combat to a large number of offi 
cers of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps 
As the war program progresses, it may be 
expected that hundreds of others will be 
similarly commended. Subsequent thereto, the 
present provisions of law will continue in 
effect.

New Army Uniforms 


A new “all purpose” type of uniform 
for the Army is under development, Maj. 
Gen. Edmund B. Gregory, The Quarter- 
master General, stated during the course 
of an inspection trip to Seattle, Wash. 
The General said that the proposed uni 
form would be issued to all troops wheth- 
er they go to the tropics or to Arctic 
climes. 


The proposed uniform would be made 
of light weight, wind resistant, water re- 
pellant, rip proof cloth. It would be a 
two piece, jacket and trouser, uniform 
which would be worn loosely by troops 
in warm countries. It would be equally 
as cool as the twill now used. 


Troops in colder climates would wear 
jackets and trousers of warm pile ma- 
terial under the proposed uniform, the 
latter serving effectively to keep out the 
cold winds and rain and snow. In ex- 
tremely cold climates, two sets of the 
pile material clothing would be worn un- 
derneath, one with the fur side in and 
one with the fur side out. Thus in Arctic 
weather, the pile jackets and trousers 
conserve the bodily warmth while the 
new outer uniform serves as a protective 
shell against the wind and weather, the 
combination being lighter than usual Arc- 
tic clothing, permitting ample freedom of 
movement and still keeping the soldier 
comfortable. 


Under present plans the new combina- 
tion eventually would become standard 
for the entire Army. However, when first 
issued, which probably will be early this 
Summer, it will be only for troops going 
overseas. Later, when present stocks of 
the old types are exhausted, it will be 
standardized for troops in the United 
States. 

It is understood that field tests of the 
proposed type are now underway in vari- 
ous climes. 
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Navy Dept. Opens Way 
For More Commissions 


In two important directives issued to 
the service, the Navy Department author 
ived the discharge of Regular Navy en 
listed men to accept commissions in the 
Naval Reserve and called for applica 
tions for Naval Reserve commissions in 
special service categories from among 
Naval Reserve personnel in special ser- 
vice categories, retired Regular Navy 
men and Fleet Reserve men. All of these 
applicants must be on active duty. 


The first directive, authorizing the dis- 
charge of enlisted men of the Regular 
Navy to accept Reserve commissions, 
places such men on the same basis as 
Reserve enlisted men who are permitted 
to apply for commissions after six 
months’ service. Regular Navy men, to 
be eligible for a temporary promotion 
under the Act of 24 July 1941, must be 
chief petty officers or first class petty 
officers. 

The text of this directive follows: 


“Provisions of BuPers Circular Letter 
150-42 are amended to the extent that en- 
listed personnel of the Regular Navy are now 
authorized to submit applications for and 
accept appointments to permanent commis- 
sioned rank in the Naval Reserve in the man- 
ner previously established for Naval Reserve 
enlisted personnel, 

“The procedure outlined in paragraph 8 
of the referenced directive [the circular let- 
ter No. 159-42] governs and shall be care- 
fully followed, 

“Enlisted contracts of men will be termi- 
nated by discharge upon acceptance of their 
appointments (pursuant to provisions of 
Article D-9107, Bureau of Personnel Manual.” 


Under the second directive, the fol- 
lowing instructions have been sent to the 
naval service, affecting Naval Reserve 
personnel in special service categories, 
Regular Navy retired and Fleet Reserve 
Personnel, on active duty: 


“The Bureau of Naval Personnel author- 
izes commanding officers to submit individual 
recommendations concerning Naval Reserve, 
Regular Navy retired, and Fleet Reserve per- 
sonnel who are qualified to perform duties 
under conditions hereinafter described in 
higher temporary ranks and grades as fol- 
lows: 

“To ranks up to HNeutenant, inclusive, per- 
manent commissioned warrant and warrant 
officers serving as such; to rank or grade not 
above ensign, temporary chief warrant and 
warrant officers and chief and first class petty 
officers serving as such. 

“In all cases recommendations must be ac- 
companied by reporte of physical examina- 
tions on NMS Form Y in duplicate. For Na- 
val Reserve personnel only submit a ques- 
tionnaire form similar to enclosure B to Bu- 
Pers Circular Letter 159-42 and comply with 
further procedure outlined in that directive. 

“Recommendations and pertinent data are 
to be submitted promptly via the Rureau of 
Medicine and Surgery in order to insure re- 
ceipt In the Bureau of Naval Personnel prior 
to 15 July, 1948. Recommendations concern- 
ing Naval Reserve personnel shall be restrict- 
ed to special service classifications only. Rec- 
ommendations concerning Regular Navy re- 
tired and Fleet Reservists shall be confined 
to personnel physically qualified to perform 
duties ashore only. 

“Attention is invited to the instructions 
contain ed in BuPers Letter Pers—66—JMS8(0O) 
QR1/P19-2, dated 9 Feb., 1943 (appearing in 
15 February edition of the Navy Department 
Bulletin 

“Recommendations previously submitted 
will not be considered unless reaffirmed and 
accompanied by reports of physical exami- 
nations and questionnaire forms where ap- 
propriate. 

“Personnel selected for promotions under 
this directive will be placed on eligibility lists 
and appointments will be made as the needs 
of the service require.” 
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Condemn, Uphold Order Against Army Personnel’s Accepting Office 


HARPLY divided was the comment of the nation’s editors upon the recent War 

Department order which prevents all individuals in the Army of the United 
States from seeking election or from accepting an office if nominated and elected 
thereto. From many papers came charges of its unconstitutionality, while others 
stated that it was intended to remove possibility that certain officers might become 
candidates for election in opposition to the administration. Other papers denied that 
the order had any politica] origin and thought that the regulation was reasonable 
and proper. 

Typical of the comment was the following: 

Stating that the order “naturally has aroused widespread speculation,” the Den- 
ver, Colo., Post observes : “People are wondering WHY such an order was put out and 
against whom it is aimed. .. . Of course, a man in the Army can’t hold public office 
while he is on active military service. If he should be elected to any office, he could not 
‘take it unless the Army permitted him to resign from the service. But there isn’t any 
way the War Department can prevent friends of any man in the Army from nominat- 
ing and making him a candidate for public office. Nor is there any way to prevent the 
people from voting for and electing such a candidate.” 

Bitterly critical is the Spokane, Wash., Spokesman-Review, which states that 
while “there are the soundest reasons” why Regulars should not engage in political 
campaigns or seek office, the rule cannot be applied “to a great national army made up 
of citizens drafted from private life to serve during an emergency.” Since these men 
had no choice but to serve, “it then appears an arbitrary exercise of authority to put 
a gun in his hands and strip him of a constitutional right he will be required to defend 
in battle.” 

The Spokesman-Review continues, “If permitted to stand (this order) will re- 
strict the political rights of more than 11,000,000 Americans who will be in the armed 
forces before the next general election in 1944. How profoundly that could affect the 
outeome of the election is plain to see. In this connection it should be remembered 
that though Congress last year granted the right of men overseas to vote by absentee 
ballot, the administration denied them the right on the pretext that the election ma- 
terial could not be prepared in time or the shipping space spared to carry it abroad. 
But this same administration had no difficulty in finding space to ship overseas 800,000 
pounds of a government-printed pictorial life of President Roosevelt as soon as it was 
off the press.” 

In different vein is the comment of the Washington, D. C., Times-Herald that: 
“The order is a wise one, considering the trouble the nation had with political gen- 
erals during the Civil War.” Referring to reports that the order is aimed at General 
MacArthur, the editorial says, “Certainly if the war is still going on at convention 
time next year, MacArthur should not be offered a Presidential nomination, and if 
offered one he should and we presume would refuse it.” 

Another endorsement of the order came from the St. Louis, Mo., Globe Dispatch, 


which stated: “Whatever General Marshall’s purpose in making such a ruling, the 
fact is that during war men of the fighting services have not the time nor the inclina. 
tion to dip into politics.” 

Referring te the move to commission Mayor La Guardia and OPA Counsel David 
Ginsburg, the “hitch” of Supreme Court Justice Murphy in the Army and the attempt 
to release Col. Darrel Zanuck, the Columbus Evening Dispatch charges, “This situa- 
tion, whereby political figures in favor of the administration can do their soldiering 
when, where, if and as they like it while men who risk their lives on the battlefronts 
must stay on the job and are denied the right even to accept public office if they are 
elected in absentia, follows an old and now familiar New Deal pattern. It is best ex. 
pressed in the phrase ‘one rule for you and another for me.’ It is one with which there 
is every evidence that the American public is becoming fed up.” 

“The net of these divers rulings,” observes the Newark, N. J., Evening News, “is 
that a soldier’s lot in public life often depends upon who you are and always upon 
where you are.” 

Charges the Buffalo Hvening News, “The administration goes much too far whey 
it says that no member of the military forces may ‘accept election’ to any public of. 
fice. This is an infringement on the right of the people to elect whom they will. It is 
an attempted interference with democratic procedure, and it must be unconstitu- 
tional.” 

Endorsing the order, the Baltimore Sun states, “Whether or not the new order has 
uny immediate topical meaning, it is reasonable and prudent. Certainly it aligns with 
the traditions of a republic in which the civil power s always paramount.” 

Another endorsement comes from the Newark Star Ledger, which states: “We 
do not believe the order was directed against MacArthur because we do not believe 
MacArthur has been engaged in political activity or contemplates engaging in political 
activity. ... The order concerning political activities of men in the service is rea 
sonable.” 

In like vein, the Manchester, N. H., Union comments, “There is absolutely no 
reason to believe that the Army had anything but its own efficiency in mind in an- 
nouncing the regulation.” 

But the Washington, D. C., Star declares: “To deny the electorate the right to 
make such selections—as well as to deny to the men themselves the right to accept 
election—is a matter of very doubtful policy. In none of the prior wars of this country 
has any such direction been attempted. In the World War members of Congress, who 
had joined the armed forces and were on active service, were reelected while in the 
field.” The Star continues, “Whether ... an order of the War Department could ef. 
fectually check an election or prevent its acceptance raises a delicate constitutional 
question as to whether any citizen, possessing the necessary qualifications, can be 
denied the right of holding public office.” 





Help for Australia 


Considerable attention was devoted 
this week to the situation in the South- 
west Pacific and the need for additional 
men and supplies there to offset the 
threats of the Japanese. So great had the 
demand grown that the Secretary of War 
found it necessary, at his weekly press 
eonference, 15 April, to recognize the 
situation and state that “there will be an 
increasing flow of military supplies, par- 
ticularly aircraft, to that theater.” 

Near the end of last week, newspapers 
in this country published dispatches from 
the Allied Headquarters in Australia to 
the effect that there are 10,000 reserve 
airplanes in the United States. To this 
the War Department stated that all the 
planes in this country are being used or 
are ear-marked for shipment to desig- 
nated fronts. Elmer Davis, chief of the 
OWI, commented on it in his weekly 
radio talk, stating: 

“Obviously if there are ten thousand planes 
lying idle here at home, it would seem that 
we could spare quite a lot of them for Aus- 
tralia. Well, the only trouble with that 
argument is that it simply isn’t so. The exact 
number of combat planes in this country is, 
of course, a military secret, But they are not 
lying idle. Some of them are needed for the 
sea frontier—the steady patrolling to watch 
for submarines, which have again begun to 
appear, one or two of them, in the neighbor- 
hood of our coasts, and which might appear 
in larger numbers if there were no air force 
at home to hit back at them. Other combat 
planes in this country are just about to be 
sent off to the fighting fronts. Still others— 
a considerable number—are used for training. 
An air pilot can begin his training in a train- 
ing plane, but pretty soon he has to learn to 
fly the kind of plane he is going to fight in. 
And you can't make him learn that at the 
front; if you do, he won't last long. The 
training of bomber crews is a particularly 
complicated matter, and if you send them off 
hefore they have learned their trade you are 
likely to lose both crew and bomber. That is 
what most of those so-called idle planes in 
this country are doing—they are being used 
by the men who are going to fly and fight 
them, but have got to learn how first. 

“It is natural that General MacArthur, and 
Prime Minister Curtin, should want more 
planes in Australia, As I said two weeks ago, 
every commander in every theater can put up 
# perfectly sound argument why he ought to 
have more; but there simply a¥é pat enough 
to meet every man’s demands, and the Joint. 





Chiefs of Staff here in Washington have to 
distribute them where they will be most use- 
ful at the moment, in furthering the purposes 
of long-term strategic plans. General Mac- 
Arthur is going to get more planes—Secretary 
Stimson promised that yesterday; and his 
fliers will use them well, In the recent opera- 
tions in the Bismarck Sea and at Kavieng, 
they inflicted great damage on the enemy with 
comparatively few planes; give them more 
and they will do even better, But other fronts 
need planes too; if a lot of them hadn't been 
sent to Africa, our recent victories might well 
have been defeats.” 


Also entering into the picture was 
Australia’s Minister for External Affairs, 
Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, who said in Wash- 
ington that while his country accepts the 
strategy of “beat Hitler first’’, he believes 
that that strategy has been misunder- 
stood in the United States. Japan, he 
said, may renew her offensive if she be- 
lieves her “fate is to be postponed in- 
definitely... More war materials should 
be allocated to the Pacific Zone, he said. 
The Minister was high in his praise of 
General Douglas MacArthur, who, he 
said, has made excellent use of the re- 
sources placed at his disposal, especially 
aviation. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox also stated 
that he could not determine whether the 
Japanese have built up strong points 
north of Australia for offense or defense. 
“You must remember,” he said, “that an 
attack on Australia must be accompanied 
by a tremendous sea force, and there is 
no indication of a concentration pointing 
to that.” 

The Secretary of War, at his press con- 
ference, said: 

“T have noticed that the press has devoted 
some attention recently to the need of Aus- 
tralia for additional military equipment, par- 
ticularly airplanes. Australian officials have 
emphasized the Japanese threat to their coun- 
try and the necessity for increasing their de- 
fenses. We have had similar pleas from other 
parts of the world. It is common to all vigor- 
ous officials—military and civilian—who are 
close to the perils of the war. The respon- 
sibility of these officials is very real and they 
would be remiss in their duties to their own 
areas if they were not acutely aware of 
threatening dangers. 

“The Combined Chiefs of Staff are charged 
with meeting the over-all requirements of all 
the United Nations and with allotting to the 
many fronts the weapons and other military 
supplies needed hotb for defense and for the 





offensive operations which are contemplated. 
The allocation of a limited supply to meet 
very large demands is a very difficult task. 
Priorities must be determined in the light of 
detailed studies of the whole global military 
situation. Tam sure that it is unnecessary to 
tell you that the needs of the Southwest Paci- 
fie are being kept constantly in mind and 
that there will be an increasing flow of mili- 
tary supplies, particularly aircraft, to that 
theater” . 


Comb War’s Air Lessons 


A detailéd, carefully integrated system 
has been developed by the Army Air 
Forces to keep the training of officers and 
men and the new materiel abreast of the 
lessons learned at the fighting fronts. 

A most important feature of the system 
is the rotation of personnel between the 
active fronts, headquarters in Washing- 
ton, and the training and materiel cen- 
ters. When fliers return from active 
fronts, either officers or enlisted men, they 
usually are brought to Washington. There 
a meeting is arranged by A-2 in a large 
conference room where representatives 
of all the branches, directorates, and 
Sections are brought to hear the reports. 

The fliers are advised to “tell every- 
thing,” to make all the criticisms they 
can think of and to unload all “gripes.” 
When they finish talking, and often 
this lasts for hours. the men attending 
start questioning. 

At the conclusion of the conference, 
any officer at headquarters who desires 
more detailed information for his par- 
ticular work can have any man assigned 
to his office for a period during which 
the matter is gone into thoroughly. Then 
the man is sent to the field, perhaps to the 
materiel center to go over suggested 
changes with those charged with design 
and construction, or to a training center 
where he engages in training new candi- 
dates for aerial warfare. 

Later he will likely be given a key posi- 
tion in a new combat unit being organ- 
ized, where his training on the fronts 
may be utilized in indoctrinating a new 
unit. Then he goes forth to start the 
cycle anew. 

Another productive procedure is that of 
sending key men from the United States 
to the fronts as observers. There they 
may actually participate in action. talk 








to the men involved, and come back with 
first hand data to apply to the training 
and construction programs. General H 
H. Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Forces. 
has himself made a number of such trips 
so that he does not lose touch with the 
vital facts and needs of the war 





Commends First Division 

Lt. Gen. George S. Patton, jr., con 
gratulated a First Infantry Division for 
performances in the battle of El Guettar 
“Your valorous exploits,” he said, “has 
brought undying fame to soldiers of the 
United States. The German Army has 
learned to fear this Infantry Division 
Nothing in Hell delayed or stopped the 
First Division.” 


Check Army Food Waste 

The War Department has advised the 
Truman Senate Investigating Committee 
that a program has been initiated to check 
the 20 per cent waste in food which had 
previously been reported to the com 
mittee. 

The program is based on a two yeur 
study of Army eating habits and aims to 
give the soldiers more of the food they 
like and will consume and less of the 
foods that they are inclined to leave on 
their plates. 


Star for RCA 

The Army-Navy Production Award for 
meritorious services on the production 
front has been won for the second time 
by the Radio Corporation of America’s 
plant at Harrison, N. J., according to 
notification from Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson. To mark the main- 
tenance of high production standard 4 
white star has been added to the Army 
Navy “E” flag, presented to the worker* 
at the Harrison plant on September 5. 
1942, for “high achievement in the prod 
uction of war equipment.”

BILLS INTRODUCED 

H. R. 2476. Rep. May, Ky. Payment in ad- 
yance of service personnel ordered to duty 
outside the United States. 

H. R. 2442. Rep. Sparkman, Ala. Provides 
for the ro pe f ——— of officers of the 
Dental Corps of the Army of United 
States to the rank of General officers. 

H. R. 2434. Rep. Gathings, Ark. Provides 
that retired Regular Army officers, on active 
duty between 16 April, 1917, and 12 Novem- 
ber, 1918, and recalled to active duty in the 
present war shall, when returned from ac- 
tive duty to the retired list, be carried on 
the retired list in the highest grade to which 
temporarily promoted in this war and shall 
have the retired pay of that grade. 

H. R. 2486. Rep. Bland, Va. Authorizes 
a limit of 300 cadets to be appointed yearly 
to the Coast Guard Academy beginning in 
1943, and authorizes appointment in the 
Coast Guard of all cadets who graduate.

Army Music School 


The Army Music School, located at 
Fort Myer, Virginia, graduated its sev- 
enth class of band leaders on Tuesday 
afternoon, 18 April. Its seventy-two mem- 
bers consisted of sixty-eight men and 
four members of the Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps. 

iplomas were presented to the male 
graduates by Brig. Gen. Henry B. Lewis, 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Army; 
while Capt. Betty Bandel, Deputy Direc- 
tor of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, presented diplomas to the four 
WAAC graduates. 

Addresses were delivered by General 
Lewis, Col. Thomas BE. May, Comman- 
dant, and Capt. Thomas F. Darcy, Dean 
of the School. 

The graduation and appointment to the 
grade of Warrant Officer, Junior Grade, 
marks the termination of a three months’ 
course of intensive training in subjects 
both musical and military. 

Appointees for the class were selected 
from the enlisted personnel by competi- 
tive examination. They are men (and 
women) of high educational and pro- 
fessional standards. Of this class 98% 
per cent have attended college while 70 
per cent hold academic degrees. College 
attendance averaged 3.8 years. Ages of 
graduates ranges from 21 to 48 years with 
an average of 27.2 years. Prior to entry 
into the Army a large proportion were 
occupied as music teachers in private or 
public schools, conservatories, colleges, 
etc. Many were instrumentalists in the 
country’s leading musical organizations. 
Others were students, several were band 
leaders, a few were organists and choral 
conductors, some professional arrangers. 
One was a singer while another was a 
symphony conductor.

Service Income Taxes 

With increasing pressure being brought 
to bear in Congress for a revival of the 
individual tax collection bill recently re- 
turned to the House Ways and Means 
Committee, prospects are brightening for 
consideration of a proposal to give service 
personnel an exemption of $3,500 of their 
service pay. 

This proposal, embodied in the current 
tax collection bill, would relieve all lower 
ranks of the necessity of paying income 
taxes and would reduce materially the 
taxes paid by ranking officers. 

This week, Representative Van Zandt, 
of Pa., who supported the service exemp- 
tion on the floor, issued a statement in 


| which he pointed out that the $3,500 ex- 





emption was not without precedent. Fol- 
lowing the Civil War and the first World 
War, the subject of exemption to service 
—— received favorable considera- 
tion. 

The exemption provisions in the pres- 
ent bill are practically identical with the 
action taken following the first World 
War, the only difference being that com- 
pensation received for quarters and sub- 
sistence was then included as gross in-, 
come, while at present such sums are not 
considered in computing the gross income 
of the personnel of our armed forces. 





Travel of Dependents 

As the result of a decision, No. B-26966, 
by the Comptroller General on 12 March, 
no transportation in kind or reimburse- 
ment for travel of dependents is author- 
ized on a change of station to duty be- 
yond the continental limits of the United 
States, including the Canal Zone and 
Alaska, under unclassified orders which 
show the new duty station in plain lan 
guage. 

This interpretation includes an over- 
seas home yard or home port of a vessel 
but does not affect transportation author- 
ized to a home yard or home port within 
the United States. 

Effect of the decision is to leave offi- 
cers with dependents overseas with no 
choice but to leave them at the last duty 
Station or to take them as far as the port 
of his new vessel, contributing in the lat- 
ter event to congestion at port cities. 

Legislation is to be asked to permit 
dependents in ch cases to be trans- 
ported to their homes with the govern- 
ment paying such cost as does not exceed 
that which would be required to trans 
port the dependents to the home port of 
the vessel. 


Extend V-Mail Service 

Complete V-Mail sending and receiv- 
ing stations were placed in operation at 
two points in North Africa 15 April, mak- 
ing V-Mail available to soldiers at all 
overseas installations. 

In the past, it has been necessary for 
V-Mail dispatched to and from North 
Africa to be carried in its original form, 
owing to lack of V-Mail equipment in 
that theater. It will now be possible to 
transmit and receive all V-Mail directly 
to and from the North African theater. 


Name Civil Affairs Head 

Maj. Gen. John H. Hilldring, former 
assistant chief of staff, G-1, has been 
named head of the new Civil Affairs Di- 
vision of the War Department. The di- 
vision advises the Secretary of War on 
War Department matters in Army-occu- 
pied areas except those directly affecting 
military operations. The division also 
maintains contacts between the depart- 
ment and inter-allied boards on matters 
relating to liberated areas or to occu 
pled enemy areas. 


M P School in England 

Establishment of a school to train mili- 
tary police for the United States Army 
in the European Theatre was announced 
this week in London by Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam 8. Key, Provost Marshal General.

Provisions of Circulars 161 of 1942 
and 15 of 1943, requiring recommenda- 
tions for temporary promotion of Air

HQ, United States Army Forces in the 
Midfle East, Cairo, Egypt.—Brig. Gen.

Use of Soldiers on Farms 


Commanding officers of posts and of 
divisions or lower separate units have 
been authorized by the War Department 
to permit soldiers to engage in farm work 
on nearby farms during normal off-duty 
periods and to issue passes to soldiers to 
permit them to work on nearby farms. 

This authority is not to be exercised 
unless there is an emergency shortage of 
farm labor, the soldier concerned desires 
to perform labor on farms and the is- 
suance of passes will not interfere ser- 
jously with training. 

Furloughs will not be granted to sold- 
jers to permit them to work on farms. 

The soldier performing farm work will 
not be transported at government expense 
and his pay for such work will be subject 
to private arrangement between the 
farmer and himself.

Pointing out that “experience in recent 
months has demonstrated the practicabil- 
ity of using ‘limited service’ officers in 
active military service,” the War Depart- 
ment has issued Circular No. 82 to pre- 
scribe the handling of limited service 
cases. 

The circular prescribes the handling of 
officers and warrant officers transferred 
from “general service’ to “limited ser- 
vice,” and states, “As the military de- 
mands on the nation’s skilled manpower 
become more serious it is of the utmost 
importance that all military commanders 
insist upon the most effective use of all 
professionally trained officers within the 
limitations of their individual physical 
capabilities.” 

Officers who are fit for limited service 
duty should not be retired, the circular 
states. This injunction does not apply, of 
course, to certain cases mandatory by law 
or to cases of mental indifference, inapti- 
tude or incompetence. 

The circular provides that an officer 
classified as “limited service’ may, after 
90 days in that status, if he believes the 
physical disability has been removed, ap- 
ply for reexamination, or his commander 
may do so for him. 


No Blue Uniform 

The War Department has revoked au- 
thority for wearing of the officer’s blue 
dress uniform, 

For the duration of the war plus six 
months no blue dress uniforms will be 
worn except us may be specifically author- 
ized or prescribed by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Authority is continued for wearing of 
the officer’s summer coat and the white 
dress uniform at the option of the officer. 

Suspension of the blue dress uniform 
was made necessary to conserve mater- 
ials and labor used in their manufacture 
and to ease demands on dry cleaners. 

The War Department also has sus- 
pended AR 600-38 and paragraphs 1a(1) 
(C) and d of AR 600-40 for the duration 
and six months.

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Officer Candidate Schools 


The War Department under date of 31 
March issued the sixth change to the Offi 
cers Candidate School regulation, AR 
625-5, making provisions for the Judge 
Advocate General’s OCS and changing 
paragraph 10.a.(1) to provide that if 
more than three months elapse between 
the time the applicant is given a final 
type physical examination for the school 
and the enrolling date of the class for 
which he is selected, he must undergo 
another physical test. 

The original regulation gave a six 
month period of grace before a reexam 
ination was required. 

The changed regulation also rewrites 
the widely misunderstood provision 
about the attendance of physically quali 
fied men under 35 at certain schools. The 
regulation provides that physically fit men 
under 35 assigned to combat branches 
should not be permitted to go to certain 
administrative schools, but was mis 
takenly construed by some commanders 
as prohibiting a physically fit man under 
35 of such branches as Finance or Medi 
cal Department from going to the OCS 
of his own branch. 

In regard to the JAG School, the change 
states that an applicant must have at 
tained his 28th birthday and be a grad 
uate of a law school. At least four years 
practice of law is desirable, but not es 
sential. 

No quotas will be allotted for the JAG 
School classes.

Sea Service Officer Tests 


The request for extension of the time 
in which permanent warrant and commis- 
sioned warrant officers of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard may apply for 
commissions in the Regular services with- 
out regard to age or length of service has 
come as a frank relief to personne] offi- 
cials of all three services. 

The original act of 27 June 1942 gave 
one year in which appointments as high 
as lieutenant in the Navy and Coast 
and captain in the Marine Corps could be 
made without regard to age of the war- 
rant applicant or the length of his service 
in the warrant grades. 

Now the Navy Department has request- 
ed that that deadline be advanced to the 
end of the fiscal year following end of the 
war. Speedy approval by Congress of the 
bills now before it is expected. 

The three services are going ahead with 
their examinations, but personnel officials 
feel that many of those who have applied 
will withdraw and apply again when they 
can give more time to preparation for the 
stiff tests. ‘Those who take the examina- 
tions now and receive appointments will, 
of course, have the advantage of seniority 
in rank over those who delay. Moreover, 
the bill may not have been passed by the 
time of the examination, and those who 
do not take the tests will have no real as- 
surance that the deadline will be ex- 
tended. 

About 500 applications have been re- 
ceived from Navy warrant officers. The 
examination for this service will be held 
about 15 May. 

The Coast Guard, which has received 
about 60 applications, will hold its exami- 
nation on 10 May. 

The Marine Corps, with about a dozen 
applicants, probably will stage the tests 
about 15 May.

knowledgment and attestation of instru- 
ments and papers, and the performance 
of all other notarial acts. 








Amend Sea Duty Regulation 

In accordance with a recent ruling of 
the Comptroller General, the War De 
partment has amended paragraph 6 of 
AR 35-1490, which prescribes sea duty 
which may be counted for extra pay under 
the Pay Act of 1942, to include duty on 
board Army mine planters and cable ships 
pursuant to orders issued by competent 
authority. 

Duty on board harbor boats, supply 
ships and other vessels may be counted 
when, pursuant to orders, the vessels are 
on a voyage from one port in the United 
States to another port in the United 
States, on a voyage from a port in the 
United States to a port outside continen 
tal United States, or for such other per 
iods during which conditions of service 
at sea exist.

vB T'S get on with the war,” was the remark of General MacArthur when his 
attention was called to the new Army Regulation prohibiting military per- 
sonnel from accepting public office to which they may be elected or reelected, What- 
ever we may think of this regulation—we regard it as unconstitutional, as well as con- 
trary to custom—there is universal approval of the attitude of the distinguished Com- 
mander of the forces in the Southwest Pacific Area. Certainly, with the Axis Powers 
in occupation of the greater part of Continental Europe and preparing for a new 
offensive against the stubborn Red Armies, and with the Japanese holding their 
gains and concentrating to expand them, this is no time to think of politics, or the 
presidential campaign, which is a year and a half away. What is worrying General 
MacArthur, as his impatient statement proves, and worrying General Eisenhower 
and Admiral Nimitz and the other commanding officers in the field, is not whether 
they may be named as candidates for office, but how they can deal smashing blows 
at the enemies facing or threatening them. Their concern is to discharge their high 
responsibility to the country in a manner which will encompass the defeat of the 
Axis Powers and Japan within the least time at the smallest cost in American life 
and to the American Treasury. Therefore, they are devoting all their energies to 
gathering and evaluating information of enemy movements, to studying and develop- 
ing plans to thwart them, and to striking swiftly and hard whenever the opportu- 
nity arises. To do their jobs efficiently, they are figuring on the strength they must 
have at hand and without which they can only fight delaying actions and stave off 
defeat as long as possible. It was because of intelligence of the plans of the Japanese 
a8 shown by their massing of planes and troops in his area, that General MacArthur 
has been pressing for air and ground reenforcements, There are some unkind enough 
to say that he like other commanders, is afflicted with a disease known as “localitis,” 
the germ of which is personal ambition to be provided with overwhelming strength. 
In the case of General MacArthur, Secretary Stimson at last has been impressed 
with the urgency of his situation, and has promised to supply his needs, a course 
which was followed from the beginning in the case of General Eisenhower in North 
Africa. The fact is the commander on the ground knows his problems, and because 
he has fashioned a solution and is pressing for the men and materials with which 
to apply it, the insinuation should not be made that he is inspired by political am- 
bition. To our mind, the regulation issued by the Secretary of War was a reflection 
upon high minded commanders who have no other aim than victory, and its effect 
Is to embarrass their conduct of operations. What we must do to achieve our goal is to 
forget politics, and get on with the war as General MacArthur demands. 


ECRETARY of the Navy Knox’s report on the stupendous progress made in the 
S construction of fighting vessels and fighting planes for the United States Navy, 
is as gratifying to the American people as it undoubtedly is disheartening and omi- 
nous to our enemies, For obvious reasons, Mr. Knox could not make public the figures 
as to the tonnage of vessels built and building, nor the number of airplanes being de- 
livered. Nevertheless by a clever use of comparisons he, in addressing a rally at Indi- 
anapolis, painted a dramatic picture of wha may be expected with our growing fleet. 
In the matter of combatant ships, he pointed out that at the end of 1942 our strength 
Was greater than before Pearl Harbor, despite the heavy losses of the early phases 
of the War. As the next comparative step, he said that during 1943 we will complete 
more new fighting ships, exclusive of auxiliaries, mine, patrol and landing craft, than 
there were fighting ships in service at the close of 1942, and their tonnage will equal 
two-thirds of our total tonnage of combatant ships in 1942. As to quality, he stressed 
that the modern battleships we are building have a hundred times the anti-aircraft 
power of a pre-1940 battleship. The number of aircraft carriers, both large and auxil- 
lary, completed in 1943 will multiply many times our total carrier force in 1942. The 
number of destroyer escorts to be completed in 1943 will be larger than 
the total of all destroyers in service on 81 Dec. 1942. Moreover, Auxiliary 
vessels will increase 100 per cent during 1948. The Secretary said that we started 
the war with the strongest naval air force in the world, but that we more than doubled 
it between Pearl Harbor and the end of 1942, In 1943 Navy combat planes will be 
more than trebled. Credit for this program the Secretary gave to the provision of 
funds by Congress, the resourcefulness and versatility of American industry, the will 
of American workmen, and the foresight and devotion to duty of the naval officers 
charged with the supervision of this vast effort. To this we must add the credit that is 
due to the forceful administration of the Secretary of the Navy, the Hon. Frank Knox.

Restore Citizenship to Deserters 

H. R. 2207, amending the Nationality 
Act of 1940, passed by the House late last 
week, would make it possible for certain 
dishonorably discharged members of the 
Army and Navy to regain citizenship lost

Federal law provides that any person 
found guilty by court martial of having 
deserted the military or naval forces in

The bill therefore provides that, if the 
men are accepted by the Army or Navy 
to fight in war time, their citizenship 
shall be restored.

tial inspecting and every army Post has 
its meats, local and imported, and dairy 
products, inspected by a veterinarian. 

Various items of interest were empha- 
sized during the inspection, as for in- 
stance; the Army Medical Center is the 
producing factory for dentures for the 
three Service Commands in the eastern 
United States; 70,000 teeth are kept in 
stock ; 16,000 are used each month ; 2,150 
dentures were prepared during March; 
40,000 dentures were made in one month 
in the army, thus helping place or keep 
in the armed forces men who would have 
been rejected in the first World War. 
A total of 1,200 officers from among ci- 
vilian doctors is being trained yearly in 
the military and tropical medical labora- 
tory—75 per cent of them in tropical di- 
seases, all of which are studied, it being 
the plan to have at least one specialist 
in this line for each hospital unit. 


Penicillin, derived from fungi, is being 
experimented with when sulfas seem in- 
effective. 

There is a greater chance of patients 
being returned to duty than in 1918. “To- 
day’s soldier in the U. 8. Army has better 
health and a higher life expectancy than 
his comrades in the same age group back 
home in civilian life.” 

Research carried on at the Army Medi- 
cal Center has large credit for the de- 
velopment in medical and surgical science. 
Eminent Regular Army officers of all the 
Corps of the Medical Department form 
the nucleus around which the war-time 
Staffs of the Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital and the Army Medical Center have 
been built. 

Virtually all of the professional person- 
nel brought in from civilian life for the 
duration have been honored with fellow- 
ships in either the American College of 
Physicians or the American College of 
Surgeons, or other exclusive societies re- 
stricted to specialists with superior quali- 
fications. All chiefs of services have been 
certified by American boards of medical 
specialists. 

With such staffs common in navy as 
well as army hospitals, and with the sci- 
entific technique revealed in these insti- 
tutions, persons in and out of the services 
are assured the armed forces are bene- 
fitting by the well-nigh magical progress 
made in therapeutics and surgery in the 
past 25 years. 











Investigate Racial Discriminations 


Senator Downey, of Calif., a member 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
has introduced a resolution calling for 
an investigation of charges of discrimina- 
tion against Negroes and other minority 
groups in the armed forces. 

The Senator pointed out that “such 
complaints have been made by responsible 
persons in a position to have full knowl- 
edge of the facts, among them Mr. William 
Hastie, formerly civilian aide to the Sec- 
retary of War, who has resigned in pro- 
test against what he charged to be viola- 
tions by the War Department of the non- 
discrimination provisions of the Selective 
Training and Service Act of 1940.”

2. On7 April: (a) During the early morn- 
ing, a force of Dauntless and Avenger dive 
bombers, escorted by fighters, attacked Vila. 
Hits were scored on Japanese anti-aircraft 
positions and the camp area. A large fire 
was started. 

(b) In the early afternoon, a force of 
Avenger and Dauntless dive bombers, es- 
corted by fighters, attacked Rekata Bay, 
Santa Isabel Island. A Japanese four-engine 
flying boat was destroyed. All U. 8. planes 
returned, 

(c) Fifty Japanese bombers, escorted by 48 
Zero fighters, attacked U. 8. shipping in the 
vicinity of Guadalcanal Island. U, 8. fight- 
ers engaged the enemy and shot down 21 
Zeros, five dive bombers, and 10 other enemy 
planes whose type was not reported. An- 
other enemy plane was later observed to crash. 
U. 8. planes lost were one Airaeobra, and six 
Wildcat fighters. One U. 8. pilot rescued.

Woreign Affairs—Our far-visioned Secretary of State, Cordell Hull, is pressing Con- 
gress to extend the Trade Agreements Act in order to employ it as a weapon of war 
dnd as an instrument to secure the peace that will follow victory. This act was first 
enacted in 1984 when the world was in the throes of depression, and the policy it ex- 
pressed was designed to put an end to economic warfare, which, as history has dem- 
onstrated, is a powerful factor of rivalry, dissension and strife between nations, and 
protiuces distress that becomes a fertile breeding ground for agitators and dictators 
ready te plunge the people over whom they seize control into adventure and war. Mr. 
Hull’s leadership in economic cooperation unfortunately was influenced by deteriora- 
tion in other fields of international relations, and the effort to develop a sound and 
universal program was affected by the war aims of Hitler and Mussolini. However, 
the Secretary succeeded in negotiating 27 reciprocity agreements. Of the countries 
which signed the instruments, only Finland is at war with our Allies, and even she 
is not at war with us. Sixteen are united with us in war, six have broken off relations 
with the Axis, and only four remain neutral, Argentina, Sweden, Switzerland and 
key.

ley) Had that policy not been effectively employed, probably many of the Nations now 
associated with us in the war would have been less disposed to join us in the 
struggle. As the Secretary testified before the House Ways and Means Committee, 
solid and lasting friendship between large groups of people requires mutual willingness 
to cooperate in the fundamental business of earning a living. Moreover, the Secretary 
pointed out that stable peace and economic warfare do not mix. One of the most es- 
sential subjects of international cooperation in the future is international trade, and 
that trade now as in the past is affected by the tariffs, regulations and economic in- 
stitutions of the various countries. It is to remove these barriers to good feeling and 
t® assure a firm foundation for the continuance of our alliances during the war and 
to safeguard the peace to come, that the Secretary wants Congress to extend the au- 
thority under which additional agreements may be negotiated. It is frankly admitted 
by the Secretary that the reciprocity policy is not of his creation. It was first enunci- 
ated by Republican President McKinley, and Mr. Hull is applying it without refer- 
ence to politics. In view of the country’s belief in the wisdom of the Secretary’s judg- 
ment and its knowledge of his sincerity, no one doubts that the Trade Agreements Act 
will be extended without substantial amendment. By such action, Congress will give 
convincing proof to the members of the United Nations that it is disposed to rely upon 
the Secretary in developing solutions of other peace problems. 

One of these problems is the matter of food production and distribution, which 
will be considered at the international conference to assemble at Hot Springs, Vir- 
ginia, on 27 April. Because of the vital importance of supply for the Armies and civil- 
lan populations of the United Nations, the President decreed that the Press should 
be barred, but subsequently, he agreed it could attend the first and last sessions. Re- 
publicans in Congress are championing the cause of the Press in this matter, and fur- 
ther are advocating participation by a congressional committee in the conference. It 
is not unlikely there will be further relaxation in the matter of publicity, but the 
President will not favor congressional presence at the meeting. The delegation of each 
of thie United Nations will express the condition in their countries (information that 
would be of great value to our enemies) and for this reason the President is anxious 
that the opportunities for newspaper and congressional discussion be limited. No one 
expects the Conference to enter into any hard and fast agreement. Rather, its work 
will be exploratory. Probably its outcome will be the creation of a permanent food 
committee. Of immediate interest to such a neutral food producing country as Argen- 
tina will be the trend of the discussion that will take place, and doubtless its effect 
will be to make her more willing to embrace the cause of the United Nations. Another 
United Nations Conference soon to be held will be that at Bermuda relating to the 
refugee problem. Here again Congress is demanding participation, but the President 
probalily will not agree, His is the responsibility for the conduct of our foreign rela- 
tions, and he will not permit congressional intervention, though he may allow members 
to be present as observers. 

That Under Secretary of War Patterson is keeping his feet on the ground is dem- 
onstrated by the testimony he gave this week before the House Military Committee. 
He said, in brief, that the Tunisian campaign is merely a preliminary skirmish when 
viewed in its setting in the entire. war scene, that the Nazis still hold their vast gains 
in Burope and the Japs the rich resources they have seized in the Far East, and that 
while the means of victory are in our hands, the struggle will be a bitter one, our 
casualties heavy, and the winning of the war will demand our utmost effort as a na- 
tion, Further, the Secretary predicted that Allied Armies will drive the Axis 
into the Mediterranean, but he pointed out that that would be only the begin- 
ning of the movement along the road to Purope and victory. Our success in this 
theatre necessarily will tend to impress Spain with the advisability of maintaining 
neutrality, and encourage Turkey to resist the Germans. Once the Allied Armies are in 
occupation of all of North Africa, the question of the administration of the Italian and 
French territories will press for solution. While it appears that Mayor La Guardia of 
New York, is to be denied an Army Commission, no one would be surprised should he be 
named as Administrator of the Italian territories, It is pointed out that he would be 
more effective as a civilian in performing this work than as an officer, since whatever 
rank might be given him would mean his subordination to British officers having the 
rank of Wield Marshal and General. As to French Africa, it is expected that once 
military victory is secure, both the United States and Britain will insist that General 
Giraud and General de Gaulle agree upon a government for the territory, which will 
assure harmony and effective use of its resources in the prosecution of the campaign 
in Kurope. Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek, after a triumphal tour of the country, is resting 
at a Hudson estate. She will pay another visit to the White House shortly. Meanwhile, 

she is pressing for planes and troops for China. 

















Service Chaplains—Bishop A. W. Leonard of the Methodist Church has left Wash- 
ington on a trip which will take him overseas to visit United States armed forces on 
three continents. He is the first representative to go officially from the Protestant 
churches of this country to the men serving abroad. 

‘Bhortly before his departure the Bishop described the purpose of his mission as 
two-fold : “To let the Protestant chaplains and servicemen with Army and Navy units 
overseas know that the churches at home are not forgetting them; and to obtain a

first-hand picture of religious life among the men under fire, in order that the 
churches may better serve these men.” 

Conferences with chaplains will occupy a good portion of the schedule. Plans cal} 
for “retreats” where possible, to permit clergymen-in-uniform to discuss with Bishop 
Leonard details of their work, to suggest ways in which the home churches may sup- 
ply more effective help and support, and to “recharge their own spiritual batteries go 
that they will return to their arduous duties with renewed confidence and vigor.” 

The schedule for the trip includes the North African theater of war, the United 
Kingdom, Iceland, Labrador, China, and India. Acting as aide throughout the journey 
will be Chaplain Frank Miller of the U. 8. Army, a Presbyterian. 


Army Air Forees—Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson returaed Saturday, 
10 April, from a six-day tour of Air Force Training installations, considerably pleased 
with his observations of the Army Air Forces’ system of preparing the individual and 
the group for participation in modern aerial warfare. Since the start of the expansion 
program, the Under Secretary has been engaged in directing the industrial phases of 
the vast expansion of the Army Air Forces, and it was to observe what has been 
and is being done with the material that industry has produced that he asked Gen- 
eral H. H. Arnold, commanding General of the Army Air Forces to plan this trip 
for him. The Under Secretary and his party covered 6,000 miles in the six days they 
were gone. In the party with Judge Patterson were Senator Maybank, Representa- 
tive Thomason, Brig. Gen. W. B. Pyron, petroleum adviser to the Under Secretary; 
Col. Basti D. Edwards, Inf., of the Under Secretary's office; Col. Myron G. Blalock, 
FD, of the Air Force headquarters; Col. George A. Brownell, AC, of Assistant See 
retary Lovett’s office; Col. Glenn L. Davasher, AC, of the Air Force office; and Col. 
A. R. Ginsburgh, who served as Judge Patterson’s aide. Pilots on the trip were Capt. 
Lee J. Steene and ist Lt. Jasper M. P. Vaughn. 

At Ft. Worth, Under Secretary Patterson met and conferred with Maj. Gen. 
Barton K. Yount, commanding the flight training activities. In the course of the trip 
the party visited Columbia Air Base, 8S. C.; Orlando Air Base, Fla.; Tarrant Field, 
Ft. Worth, Tex.; Randolph Field, Tex.; Brooks Field, Tex.; Kelley Field, Tex.; Mid- 
land Air Base, Tex.; Biggs Field, Tex.; Ft. Bliss, Tex.; Williams Field, Tex.; Thun- 
derbird Field, Tex.; Luke Field, Ariz.; the Desert Training Center, Calif.; Amarilo 
Field, Tex.; Salina, Kans.; Chanute Field, Iil. 

In El Paso, Tex., the Under Secretary crossed the border to Jaurez, Mexico, 
where he inspected the Mexican troops. He was given a guard of honor by the Mext- 
cans, and received by the Mayor of Juarez and the commander of the troops there. 

Under Secretary Patterson was much impressed and gave high praise to the 
training processes for the pilots, mechanics, bombardiers, navigators, and other 
types of specialists which go to make up the Army Air Forces. 


Army Air Surgeon—The Army Air Forces Convalescent Training Program is being 
extended to include conditioning of physically under-par recruits so that they may 
gradually be built up to meet the demands of full military duty. The convalescent 
training program established in all Air Forces hospitals three months ago under the 
jurisdiction of the Air Surgeon, Brig. Gen. Davis N. W. Grant, already provides 
150,000 man-hours a week of instruction and calisthenics for military patients. 

At Jefferson Barracks, Mo., where this program was originated, a former Oivil- 
ian Conservation Corps camp in nearby Babler Park, in the foothills of the Ozarks, 
has been taken over by the post as a conditioning camp. It is staffed by medical offi- 
cers, physical training officers, dietitians and lecturers. On the basis of details worked 
out at the Babler Park camp, the Air Surgeon proposes to establish similar condition- 
ing camps at Air Forces basic training centers throughout the United States. 

“All training,” the Air Surgeon explained, “will be modified to meet the physical 
limitations of the convalescents and of the recruits sent there for conditioning. We 
will put many under-par men in condition to be real soldiers, and salvage many men 
for return to duty in sound physical condition. These camps, in fact, will serve much 
the same purpose as a baseball team’s spring training camp.” 

Maj. Howard A. Rusk, MC, chief of the convalescent training program for Army 
Air Forces hospitals, is in charge of this conditioning program. 

Major Rusk, as chief of medical services at Jefferson Barracks station hospital, 
originated the convalescent training program there on 6 Dec. 1942. On 14 Dec. General 
Henry H. Arnold, Commanding General, Army Air Forces, ordered the establishment 
of this program in all Air Forces hospitals, and it was in operation within two weeks. 

The program calls for thirty minutes a day of calisthenics, in three successive 
series of ten minutes each. The first series, consisting of arm and finger exercises, is 
taken by all patients whose temperature has been normal for one day, even those 
confined to bed. Patients more advanced in recovery take the first two series, and only 
those on full convalescent status take all three. Lectures are given daily, on military 
subjects such as land mines and booby traps, camouflage, map reading, first aid, and 
defense against gas attack. Also, training films are shown each day. Lectures are given 
in the wards for the patients confined to bed. Convalescent patients often act as the 
speakers. 

A mathematics review course is provided. In workrooms in the hospitals, patients 
make model planes for use in courses in aircraft identification. Silhouettes of planes 
are hung in all wards and changed every three days, providing opportunity for bed 
patients to study aircraft recognition. 

At the station hospitals at Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., and Sioux Falls Army 
Technical School, Sioux Falls, 8. D., where radio schools of the Technical Training 
Command are operated, wards are blacked out thirty minutes daily. During this 
period, patients in opposite beds practice blinker code sending and receiving with each 
other. Central sending stations have been established at these hospitals, to transmit 
messages at four speeds. The patients have receiving keys at their bedside. 

At Sioux Falls, a group of illiterates were taught in six weeks of hospitalization to 
read and write 150 words. 

The program throughout the Army Air Forces hospitals calls for five hours of 
instruction and calisthenics and one hour of required reading of training manuals 


On discharge from the hospital each man who has received at least ten hours of 
instruction takes back to the commanding officer of his organization a certificate 
his work under the convalescent training program, and it becomes part of his service 
record. 

“The program has a tremendous soldier reception,” the Air Surgeon said. “Before 
we established it, convalescents did nothing but lie in bed and grumble. Now the al 
most universal reaction has been, ‘Why didn’t somebody do this before?’ ” 
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Materials Conservation—Improved manufacturing methods which are in- 
creasing aircraft production and saving large amounts of critical materials will be 
put at the disposal of the entire aircraft industry under plans laid this week at a 
meeting of the joint Operating Committee on Aircraft Materials Conservation. Repre- 
senting the Army Air Forces, the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, and the War Produc- 
tion Board’s Resources Control Office, the committee outlined a program for further 
promotion of improved manufacturing methods, to break bottlenecks in materials and 
conserve time, materials and money. 

Representatives of the Army Air Forces Material Command at Wright Field, the 
Army Air Staff, the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, the Army Service Forces, the Navy 
Office of Procurement and Material, the Aeronautical Board, the Aircraft Resources 
Oontrol Office, and various War Production Board branches and divisions attended 
the meeting. The committee operates under the supervision of the Aircraft Produc- 
tion Board, headed by C. BE. Wilson, chairman, and composed of Lt. Gen. William 8. 
Knudsen of the Army, Maj. Gen. O. P. Echols of the Army Air Forces, Rear Adm. Ralph 
®. Davison of the Navy Department, and T. P. Wright, Chief of the Aircraft Resources 
Control Board‘in the War Production Board. 








Naval Aeronautics—A new Navy “Torpedo Squadron 8” has avenged the annihilation 
of the first squadron bearing this famous name which lost its 15 planes and 29 out of 
80 of its fliers during the Battle of Midway last summer. 

During 14 action-packed weeks beginning on 7 Aug. 1942, the second “Torpedo 
Squadron 8” under command of Lt. H. H. “Swede” Larsen, USN, torpedoed 14 Japa- 
nese warships, including two aircraft carriers and one battleship, and bombed one 
heavy cruiser and one light cruiser. Through this campaign the officers and men of 
the squadron spread destruction and ruin over the Southwest Pacific in the region of 
the Solomon Islands, thus repaying in part for the fate the Japs dealt the first “Tor- 
pedo Squadron 8” at Midway. 


Navy Supply Corps—Completing the Navy’s new chain of huge inland supply depots 
at strategic locations throughout the country, the Naval Supply Depot at Clearfield, 
Utah, was formally commissioned 10 April. 

Rear Adm. William J. Carter (SC), USN, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, turned the depot over to Capt. Omar D. Conger (SC), USN, who 
will command the new facility. Other Naval Officers attending the commissioning cere- 
mony included Capt. E. Dorsey Foster (SC), USN, prospective Supply Officer in Com- 
mand of he Naval Aviation Supply Depot and the Aviation Supply Office at Philadel- 
phia, Pa. He is accompanying Admiral Carter on an inspection tour of West Ooast 
Supply activities. 

The new depot, which is seven miles south of Ogden, Utah, is the largest Naval 
Supply facility west of the Mississippi River and the latest of several large inland 
supply depots recently commissioned by the Navy. All have been developed since the 
declaration of war and all are now in operation. The inland depots serve as reservotrs 
for all types of Naval supplies from which the stocks of supply activities along the 
seacoasts are replenished. All are strategically located from the standpoint of security 
and transportation. The Clearfield depot provides several million square feet of cov- 
ered storage space, with fifty warehouses and auxiliary buildings. 


Medical Service—The government of Australia, under its program of reciprocal 
lend-lease, has provided the United States with a new ten-story hospital “somewhere 
in Australia” to be used by American soldiers, sailors, and marines recuperating from 
illness and wounds suffered in the Pacific. The transfer does not involve payment of 
any sort. 

The building, construction of which was undertaken as a civic enterprise at a 
cost of $3,000,000, was taken over before completion and adapted for the American 
forces to accommodate several times its original capacity. It is complete with labora- 
tories, operating rooms, nurses’ quarters, and administrative offices and with equip- 
ment specially suited for the treatment of fevers and other illnesses which may be 
incurred in jungle fighting. 

Nearly a year ago, when the nurses’ quarters were hardly completed, the first 
patients were moved into temporary quarters. The rest of the building has gradually 
been occupied so that today all ten stories are now being used. 


Signal Corps—-Expansion of the Eastern Signal Corps School at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., 
continued with the acquisition of six more buildings which will be utilized for Sub- 
Station Practices and all courses pertaining to Local Battery Operation. Three new 
officers were added to the Wire Division staff. They are Lts. James F. Anderson, 
Charles O. Fisher, and William Angel. Designated Officer in Charge of the subcourse 
post is Capt. R. E. White. Captain White succeeds Lt. H. E. Akers, who has been as- 
signed as Officer in Charge of all Local Battery Practices. Brig. Gen. H. L. P. King, 
Commandant of the Central Signal Corps School, Camp Crowder, Missouri, toured 
the enlisted school recently. General King was accompanied by Col. W. O. Reeder, 
Commandant of the Eastern Signal Corps School. 

For enlisted Signal Corps trainees who wish to continue interrupted schooling, 
& voluntary off-duty educational program was begun at the Eastern Signal Corps 
Training Center, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., 12 April. The program is being sponsored by 
the Education Section of the Post Special Service Branch. Class instruction consists 
of elementary and advanced courses in mathematics, English, French, Spanish, and 
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German. There will also be classes in United States history and government, account- 
ing, typing and shorthand. A special course in “Social Outlooks and Post-War Plan- 
ning” will be featured. Group instruction in public speaking and a course in music will 
also be held. The program is under the supervision of the Director of Orientation and 
Education, Capt. Marshall G. Rothen, of the Post Special Service Office. 

In what is believed to be the first Circuit Court session ever held on a military 
post, 65 foreign-born Signal Corps trainees received their naturalization papers re- 
cently at the Central Signal Corps Training Center, Camp Crowder, Missouri. Lt. Col. 
John Williamson, Post Chaplain, pronounced the invocation, and Lt. Col. Henry M. 
Steele, Post Commander, addressed the group, following the administration of the 
oath. 

Maj. Francis L. Leva has been assigned as Executive Officer of the 800th Signal 
Training Regiment at the Central Signal Corps Training Center, Camp Crowder, Mis- 
souri, Major Leva arrived from Ft. Monmouth, N. J., where he had been Commander 
of the Second Battalion, 15th Signal Training Regiment. He succeeds Lt. Col. Ingvald 
H. Gronsett, who has been transferred to Army Air Forces Communication Training 
Center at Miami, Fila. 

A Regimental review, a U.S.0.-Camp Shows production, and an entertainment 
and dance featured the celebration of the first anniversary of Camp Edison, sub-post 
of the Eastern Signal Corps Training Center, Ft. Monmouth, N, J. Following the play, 
enlisted men had an informal entertainment, while officers of the First Signal Train- 
ing Regiment celebrated at the Officers’ Club. Among those present at the Officers’ 
Club were Col. and Mrs. Lester V. Meyers; Lt. Col. and Mrs. James B, Philbrook, 
former Commanding Officer of the Camp; Lt. Col. and Mrs. Boyd B, Hill, present 
Commanding Officer of the Camp; Lt. Col. and Mrs. Peter Smith, and Capt. and Mrs. 
Harrison G, Travis. 


Army Food—A survey of 500 mess halls and 2,500,000 meals made by the Quarter- 
master Corps shows that the “hot dog” is by far the favorite meat in the Army. Next 
to frankfurters, the soldiers like boiled ham, roast veal and sausages, After that they’ll 
choose roast beef, bacon and cold cuts. Liver is last on the list. 

Potatoes are one of the most popular foods in any Army mess and the men go for 
them mashed. Baked potatoes run a poor second, with boiled potatoes third. Hashed- 
brown and pan-fried are a long way down the list. 

Apple pies are not by any means the favorite desserts, although apples are the 
first choice in fruits. Cake and cookies take the No. 1 spot, according to the surveys, 
with canned fruits and fruit salad right behind. Least popular are puddings. 

A soldier prefers dried cereals to cooked ones. He doesn’t like his coffee strong 
and he prefers cocoa anyway. His egg tastes best to him scrambled and he’s very fond 
of milk. 

What difference does it make? The Quartemaster Corps has found a soldier's 
taste preferences of paramount importance in conserving food, planning menus and 
cutting down on items rationed to civilians, If mess officers serve food the soldiers 
like, there is no waste. 

The factors which affect Army eating habits are many and diverse, the Quarter- 
master survey found. It makes a lot of difference in planning meals to know that sol- 
diers eat their heartiest meals at noon and their lightest meals in the evening. For 
instance, give the midday meal a value of 100 per cent. In comparison, breakfast rates » 
92 per cent, and at supper the soldier eats only 68 per cent as much. 

Even the weather makes a lot of difference. If it’s cold, the soldier eats 6 per 
cent more than if the weather is moderate, If it’s hot, he’ll eat 12 per cent less than in 
Winter. On a cloudy day his appetite is better than on a clear day. If he’s outdoors, 
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he can be counted on to eat five per cent more than if he’s indoors. The mess officers 
planning a meal must take all these factors into consideration. 

This job of feediug men by the thousands is affected by very minor things. They 
eat more when smoking is permitted in the mess hall and they also eat more if an 
officer is present. They stow away more food if it’s ready for them as they come in to 
the mess hall! than if they have to wait for service. 

Surprisingly enough, they don’t spend a great deal of time at meals, 18 minutes 
at breakfast, 19 at dinner and 17 at supper, but in those 54 minutes every man puts 
away five and a half pounds of food—a pound and a half more than the average 


civilian. 


Allowances and Allotments—A new record for the Army’s Office of Dependency 
Benefits, in the number of checks mailed out and cash disbursed was set in March. 
During this period $149,417,926 was mailed out in the form of checks to 2,765,527 
recipients of Family Allowances and of Class E Allotments from American soldiers. 

This brings to $777,821,080, the amount of money disbursed by the Office of De- 
pendency Benefits since the first check was mailed out last September. At the present 
time there are 2,026,554 beneficiaries of Family Allowance checks, and 1,091,270 of 
Class £ Allotments to whom disbursements are being made regularly. 

This makes a total of more than 8,000,000 individuals and families who are de- 
pendent in whole or part on soldiers’ Family Allowances and Class FE Allotments. 


Army Dental Corps—The emergency measures needed to maintain health of Ameri- 
can soldiers overseas are shown in the statement of a dental officer now stationed 
in India that he recently extracted 485 teeth in one day. Although the officer, Maj. 
Donald M. O’Hara, had help with preparation and anaesthesia, he performed all 
the actual extractions himself, he reports in a V-mail letter to friends at Chanute 
Field, Ul. His friends at that Army Air Forces Technical Training Command school 
compute that an extraction a minute for eight hours would be needed to complete 


the big job.

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Surgeon General of the Army—Considerable interest centers around the probable 
successor of Maj. Gen. James C. Magee as Surgeon General of the Army, whose tour 
of duty in that post ends 1 June 1943. Were it not for the general one-term rule for 
branch chiefs, there would be a great likelihood of the reappointment of General 
Magee, for his administration has been marked by smoothness and efficiency in car- 
rying out the greatest expansion program in the history of the Department and in a 
remarkable record in maintaining an excellent health program under the trying con- 
ditions of rapid growth in the Army and the maintenance of forces in all corners of 
the globe. 

Col. Norman T. Kirk, now stationed at Battle Creek, Mich., is considered a most 
likely successor among the many being considered. Colonel Kirk is only 55 years of 
age but has had a long career in the Medical Corps. He was commissioned in 1913, 
three years after his graduation from the University of Maryland. He is a graduate 
of the Army Medical School and the advance course of the Medical Field Service 
School. Also frequently mentioned is Brig. Gen. Alfred W. Kenner, who recently re- 
turned to the United States after service with the North African troops. He is only 
53 years old, was graduated from George Washington University in 1915 and entered 
the Army in 1917. It is understood that General Kenner is tentatively slated for as- 
signment to another theater of operations overseas. Brig. Gen. George F. Lull, chief 
of the personnel service, Office of the Surgeon General, is also being given consideration 
for the post, it is understood. General Lull is 56 years old, was graduated from Jef- 
ferson Medical College in 1909, and has been in the Regular Army since 1913. One 
hears, too, the name of Brig. Gen. George C. Dunham, who is with the Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs as chief of health and sanitation. He is 55 years old and was 
graduated from the University of Oregon in 1914, entering the Army in 1917. 


Army Ground Foreces—H LADQUARTERS, AGF—Terse writing and a more profuse 
use of illustrations have been suggested by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, as a means of cutting down the size of field 
manuals, training circulars and other training publications. Training literature will 
be prepared in the future with an even more careful view to brevity as a result of 
General McNair’s desire to make such publications as concise as possible. 

General McNair suggested that some publications might be reduced in volume by 
adhering more strictly to the basic principles involved. He also recommended use 
of illustrations, Special cases and adaptations should not be dealt with, he advised. 

In the future manuscripts will be reviewed by personnel other than the authors 
and will be forwarded to Headquarters with a statetment that maximum brevity 
and conciseness have been obtained. 

General McNair met officers and warrant officers not previously presented to him 
at a reception held in the Army War College auditorium during the past week. 

Lt. Col. James F. Waters, G.S.C., has ben designated as Ground Special Services 
Officer. He will represent Headquarters in all conferences with the Special Service

Sgt. Stephens evacuated his tank crew to safety and then proceeded on foot to direct 
the fire of other American tanks on enemy positions in Tunisia. 

Among new recruits at the Armored Force Replacement Training Center at Fort 
Knox, Ky., is Pvt. Leif Bangsboll, son of Rear Adm. Frederick Christian Bangsboll 
of the Royal Danish Navy. He volunteered for service with the Armored Force after 
coming to America with a group of young Norwegians who escaped from their own 
country. 

A thorough-going program of rubber conservation, including the use of synthetic 
rubber tires, has been instituted by the 11th Armored Division. Rigid inspections have 
been supplemented by detailed instructions on care of tires.

Handling of Army Prisoners—The Army’s disciplinary barracks at Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kan., with a population of about 2,000, has been filled to capacity, Col. James 
BD. Morrisette, chief of the Military Justice Division, Office of the Judge Advocate 
General, told the House Immigration and Naturalization Committee during hear- 
ings on the bill to restore citizenship to certain deserters, 

“The result is that we have established what is known as rehabilitation centers 
where specified classes of prisoners are confined instead of the disciplinary bar- 
racks,” Colonel Morrisette told the committee. He explained, “Soldiers who have 
not been convicted of felonies #athorizing and requiring their confinement in a peni- 
tentiary or federal penal institution, but who are officers dismissed, sentenced to 
confinement, or narcotics, sexual perverts, or incorrigibles—I think I have listed the 
principal classes—are the kind of men who now go to the disciplinary barracks. 
The rest go to rehabilitation centers.” 


Army Medical Department—Returning from a 4,000 mile trip through the South 
and mid-West where they visited all types of medical installations, Brig. Gen. Addison 
D. Davis, Assistant Surgeon General of the Army and Commandant of the Medical 
Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa., and Col. Albert 8. Dabney, assistant 
Commandant, report that they were impressed with the great strides in military 
medicine in evidence and with the high morale they found among the officer and 
enlisted personnel. 

In their itinerary were six general hospitals, the Medical Replacement Training 
Center at Camp Joseph T. Robinson, Ark.; the Schoo] for Aviation Medicine at 
Randolph Field, Texas; a port of embarkation, and the great medical supply depot 
at St. Louis, Mo. 

Commanding officers praised highly the training of the Medical Department 
officers, and most of them planned to have every medical officer in their commands 
attend the Carlisle courses.

started in the wharf area. They were still 
burning fiercely when our aircraft departed. 
Photographs taken later in the day revealed 
smoke and flames rising 3,000 feet in the air. 
Sweeping on up the coast, our fighters strafed 
buildings and surface craft, inflicting heavy 
damage. At Amron buildings were set afire 
and at Alexishafen a launch and five loaded 
barges were strafed, one barge bursting into 
flames with two others left sinking. 

In addition, the powerhouse, sawmill area 
and enemy headquarters building all were 
left burning. In these attacks 63,000 rounds 
of cannon and gunfire were expended in straf- 
ing. Heavy anti-aircraft fire was met, but 
there was no attempt at interception. All our 
planes returned. 

Finschhafen: One of our heavy bombers at 
low altitude strafed the beach area. 

Mubo: Our attack units carried out a low 
level sweep over enemy positions in Kitchen 
Creek, executing seven bombing runs and 
eighteen strafing passes. 

Il Apr. 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Our medium 
units successfully bombed and strafed the 
enemy-occupied villages of Ossu and Vique- 
que, causing heavy damage and starting 
large fires. 

Tenimber Islands: Saumlakki: One of our 
medium units bombed the enemy-occupied 
village of Laurang. 

Aru Islands: Dobo: One of our medium 
anits raided the town. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Arawe: 
One of our heavy units bombed the airdrome. 

New Guinea: Alexishafen-Madang: Our 
long-range fighters at dawn executed a low- 
level strafing sweep along the coast. At Alex- 
ishafen, hangars, the power house and other 
installations were swept with cannon and 
machine-gun fire. 

In Mandang Harbor a power barge was 
sunk and the waterfront area thoroughly 
strafed, starting new fires still burning three 
hours later with smoke rising to 4,000 feet. 
The large fires started at the docks in the 
previous day's raid were still burning. Later 
in the day our heayy units in single attacks 
bombed and strafed the airdrome. There was 
anti-aircraft fire but no interception. 

Bogia: Shortly after daylight our medium 
units executed a low-level bombing and straf- 
ing attack on enemy ground installations and 
occupied barracks and villages in the vicinity, 
leaving a trail of fires throughout the area, 





Two direct bomb hits completely destroyed 
a battery of five heavy machine guns. A near- 
by fuel-servicing unit was set ablaze and sur- 
face craft in the harbor raked with heavy- 
caliber machine-gun fire. 

At dusk one of our heavy units strafed eight 
large loaded power barges in the harbor, 
heavily damaging and forcing them to be 
beached. 

Wewak: At dawn, our heavy bombers at- 
tacked three times, dropping thirty tons of 
explosives on the seaplane base, airdrome, 
wharf, shore installations and shipping in the 
harbor. Direct hits destroyed a 1,000-ton car- 
go vessel off the jetty. Another ship of 500 
tons was seriously damaged by a 500-pound 
bomb scoring either a direct hit or a near 
miss. A 1,500-ton vessel five miles off shore 
was heavily strafed and set on fire. 

On shore, a large ammunition dump was 
blown up by a direct hit, three searchlights 
and two anti-aircraft positions put out of 
action and fires left burning in the town, air-

units bombed the waterfront, adding to fires 
which have now been burning for two days. 
The entire dock area is in ruins. 

Finschhafen: Our heavy and medium units 
bombed and strafed the town and harbor, 
starting fires. 

Lae: Our heavy units bombed the airdrome 
and town at night, starting fires and explo- 
sions. 

Oro Bay: Forty-five enemy dive-bombers 
and fighters attacking Allied shipping were 
defeated by our fighters in air combat. Twen- 
ty-three enemy planes were shot out of action, 
comprising seventeen fighters and six dive- 
bombers. Our air losses were negligible. The 
enemy succeeded in dropping twenty-five to 
thirty bombs. A small Allied vessel of 2,000 
tons received two direct hits and was forced 
to beach. Other damage and casualties were 
light. 

Reconnaissance reports showing major in- 
creases in enemy air strength and recent 
hostile attacks indicate the enemy has initi- 
ated an air offensive which may attain con- 
siderable scale of effort. 

Australia: A small Allied cargo vessel was 
torpedoed and sunk by an enemy submarine, 
The survivors have been rescued. 

13 Apr. 

Northwestern Sector: Dutch New Guinea: 
Hollandia: One of our heavy reconnaissance 
units bombed an enemy cargo vessel in Hum- 
boldt Bay. 

Kaimana: One of our heavy units bombed 
shipping in the harbor. 

Aru Islands: Dobo: One of our heavy units 
strafed two small coastal vessels. 

Kei Islands: Tual: One of our heavy units 
bombed the town. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul: 
Our heavy bombers executed a dawn attack on 
enemy airdromes at Vunakanau, Lakuna and 
Rapopo, scoring direct hits in dispersal areas 
and starting numerous fires visible for fifty 
miles. An anti-aircraft battery was destroyed 
and an escorted enemy submarine on the sur- 
face in St. George Channel was bombed at low 
altitude and sunk. In the course of these at- 
tacks nine enemy fighters attempted inter- 
ception and three were shot down. All our 
planes returned. 

Gasmata: One of our heavy units bombed 
the airdrome at dawn, starting fires. 

Talasea: One of our heavy units strafed 
Ubili and Talasea airdromes. 

Bismarck Sea: One of our heavy reconnais- 
sance units bombed and strafed an enemy 
cargo ship and a fleet of small coastal vessels, 
scoring close misses with 500-pound bombs 
off the bow of a cargo ship and starting fires 
on smaller craft. 

New Guinea: Wewak: One of our heavy 
units on reconnaissance was intercepted by 
twelve fighters and in a running engagement 
for thirty minutes shot seven enemy planes 
out of action. Damage to our aircraft was 
negligible and it returned to its base. 

Hansa Bay: One of our heavy units at- 
tucked an enemy convoy in the harbor, scor- 
ing at least one direct hit and near misseg 
with heavy bombs. Two cargo ships were 
damaged and left smoking. 

Madang: One of our heavy units bombed 
the dock area, rekindling the smoldering fires 
of the last three days. 


Morobe: A single enemy bomber raided 





without damage or casualties. 

Cape Ward Hunt: One of four fighter 
patrols intercepted a mixed enemy force of 
medium bombers and fighters retreating from 
the attack on Port Moresby, shooting down 
three bombers and one fighter without loss to 
themselves. Shortly after dawn a fast enemy 
reconnaissance plane was sighted twenty 
miles east of Cape Ward Hunt. One of our 
fighters pursued it to Port Moresby and 
back, finally shooting it down in flames after 
a chase lasting one hour. 

Port Moresby: Approximately 100 enemy 
planes, evenly divided between bombers and 
fighters, attacked the airdrome areas before 
noon. In a series of bitter air actions our 
fighters completely defeated the enemy, 
Twenty-nine enemy planes were shot out of 
action by our aircraft, comprising nineteen 
bombers and ten fighters, and an additiona) 
two bombers were destroyed and six proba- 
bles claimed by our anti-aircraft batteries, 
which engaged with telling effect. Altogether, 
thirty-seven enemy planes were either 
destroyed or so badly crippled that they could 
never reach their base. Our own losses were 
relatively light. 

During the day’s action in all parts of the 
Northeastern Sector, the enemy lost no fewer 
than fifty-two aircraft. Including yesterday's 
losses at Oro Bay, we have now shot out of 
action in battle seventy-six combat craft, It 
is believed the enemy’s air offensive has been 
blunted and his immediate plans dislocated, 


GEN, EISENHOWER’S HQ. 
NORTH AFRICA

The Eighth Army successfully attacked the 
Wadi el Akarit positions on 6 April and drove 
a wide wedge into enemy positions after very 
heavy fighting. Enemy counter-attacks on the 
bridgehead position were repulsed. Five thou 
sand prisoners have been captured. 

Fighting contnues in the El Guettar sector. 

On the remainder of the front our patrols 
were active. 

Throughout yesterday, with fighter escorts, 
A-20 Boston bombers and B-25 Mitchell bomb- 
ers of the Tactical Air Force carried out re- 
peated attacks on the airfield at Al Faucon- 
nerie and other enemy landing grounds. 
Bombs were seen to burst among aircraft on 
the ground and several fires were left burn- 
ing. Enemy positions and vehicles in South- 
ern Tunisia were attacked successfully by 
fighter-bombers, and numerous fighter sweeps 
were carried out along the whole front. 

On the night of 5-6 April, Wellington bomb- 
ers of the Strategic Air Force attacked the 
docks and shipping at Tunis, Bombs were 
seen to burst in the target area and a large 
fire was started. 

Heavy and very successful attacks were 
carried out yesterday by heavy, medium and 
fighter-bombers on shipping in the Sicilian 
Straits and the docks at Trapani. Six enemy 
ships in a convoy were sunk and an ammu- 
nition ship was blown up. At Trapani many 
ships of all classes were sunk and others 
severely damaged, and fires were started ip 
the dock area. 

Flying Fortresses, while bombing a con- 
voy off Bizerte, were attacked by enemy fight- 
ers and destroyed fifteen of them. A total of 
twenty-seven enemy aircraft were destroyed 
during all of yesterday’s operations. 

During the evening of 5 April, four Italian 
torpedo-bombers atte mated to attack Allied 
shipping off the Algerian coast. All four of 
these aircraft were shot down by Hurricanes 
of the Northwest African Coastal Air Force.

Maj. Gen. Hugh Matthews, USMC, 
Ret., former Quartermaster General of 
the Marine Corps, died 9 Apr. 1943 at the 
Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 

In recognition of his services during 
the first World War, General Matthews 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal, the Navy Cross, the French Croix 
de Guerre and was made a chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor.

A special communique issued at night: 

The Bighth Army today made contact with 
the Second United States Corps from Gafsa. 
The advance continues and air forces from 
eust and west are now enjoying common tar- 
gets 

8 Apr. 

The euemy counter-attacks on the afternoon 
of 6 April with German troops against the 
positions captured by the Bighth Army that 
morning were pressed with great determina- 
tion. These attacks were, however, all re- 
pulsed and the enemy suffered heavy losses. 

The enemy has been decisively defeated 
and, during the night of 6-7 April it was clear 
that they could not maintain any position in 
the Wadi el Akarit area. Our mobile forces 
started to pursue northward early on 7 April. 
The Wighth Army made contact during the 
afternoon of 7 April with American forces 
operating from El Guettar. 

French troops again cooperated closely on 
the southern flank of the Second (U. 8.) 
Corps. In a successful advance they captured 
a number of prisoners and twenty gune. 

The pursuit of the enemy continues relent- 


lessly and many more prisoners, together 
with much abandoned materiel, have been 
taken, 


In the north the First Army carried out a 
successful attack in the area between Medjez- 
el-Bab and Munchar, taking prisoners and 
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gaining much ground. 

Yesterday in Southern Tunisia strong 
forces of light bombers and fighter-bombers 
of the tactical air command carried out heavy 
and continuous attacks on the enemy troops, 
tanks and motor transports. Considerable 
damage was done and many vehicles were set 
on fire. Spitfires maintained patrols over the 
battle area and, during the course of the day, 
five enemy aircraft were destroyed. 

In the northern sector of the front, fighters 
and fighter-bombers made attacks on enemy 
transports, starting fires among vehicles. 
Fighters on patrol encountered a number of 
Junkers 87s. One formation was forced to 
jettison its bombs and, in all, nine JU-87s 
were destroyed. 

Throughout the night of 6-7 April Nght 
bombers made attacks on enemy vehicles and 
transport on the Sfax-Seusse road. 

During the same night Wellington bomb- 
ers of the strategic air force successfully at- 
tacked the railway yards of Tunis, where 
fires were started. 

From all these operations one of our air- 
craft is missing. 

Further reports received of operations on 
6 April show that five additional enemy air- 
craft were destroyed that day.

Yesterday strong forces of light bombers 
and fighter-bombers of the tactical air force 
continued their attacks and many enemy ve- 
hicles were destroyed. 

Over the rest of the Tunisian front fighters 
and fighter-bombers attacked enemy posi- 
tions and communieations in the central see- 
tor. Enemy transport vehicles were left in 
flarhes. 

From all these operations seven of our air- 
craft are missing.

Eighth Army: Our forward elements were 
in contact with the enemy rearguards with 
tanks and infantry.

Air: Yesterday fighters and fighter-bomb- 








ers of the Tactical Air Force maintained thejr 
attack on enemy positions and communica. 
tions. Fighters carried out offensive sweeps 
and patrols along the efitire front. 

Spitfires patrolling in the central sector {p. 
tercepted a formation of sixteen Junkers 88's. 
During the ensuing combat eight of the ene. 
my were destroyed. 

In the Enfidaville area Hurricane bombers 
attacked a concentration of troops and trang 
port, destroying several vehicles and damag 
ing many others. 

From all these operations six of our ajy 
craft are missing. 

Further reports of air operations during 
recent days show three more enemy aircraft 
destroyed and six more of our aircraft miss 
ing.

Jockeying for political advantage, the 
Democratic majority and Republican 
minority in Congress have been maneu- 
vering this week on the proposed tax 
bill. Speaker Rayburn had planned for 
the House to recess over the Easter Holl- 
days; Representative Martin, Repub- 
lican, declared he would not agree to the 
proposal unless there were prior action 
upon the pay-as-you-go tax proposal. Re- 
publican members of the Senate Finance 
Committee issued a statement urging 
their colleagues on the House Ways and 
Means Committee, to report a tax bill 
and the House speedily to pass it, and 
they promised they would support the 
current basis plan in the Senate. To 
counter the Republican activities, the 
Democratic leaders expressed willing- 
ness to have the House act on a bill lim- 
ited to the pay roll 20 per cent withhold- 
ing tax, but this met with little favor and 
was dropped. Chairman Doughton of 
the Ways and Means Committee, is pur- 
suing the theory that delay will be ad- 
vantageous to Treasury opposition to the 
uml or similar plan, and for this reason 
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is insisting that his Committee shall deal 
first with less controversial matters, such 
as the bill extending the Trade Agree- 
ments Act. Republicans generally are 
backing this proposal, but want a provi- 
sion attached to it whereby any reciproc- 
ity agreement negotiated may be an- 
nulled by a concurrent resolution pissed 
by a majority vote. Probably an amend- 
ment of this kind will be rejected. Mean- 
while, a movement is underway in the 
House to discharge the Ways and Means 
Committee from consideration of the Tax 
bill, so that an early vote can be had on 
the measure in the Chamber itself. 

The President has permitted to become 
law the bill fixing the national debt limit 
at $210 billions and the rider attached 
to it preventing him from reducing sal- 
aries below the highest level reached be- 
tween 1 January and 15 September 1942. 
As a result there died the Executive Or- 
der of last 2 October, which limited sal- 
aries to an annual net of $25 thousand. 
The President, in letting the law become 
effective, issued a statement in which he 
objected to the way in which Congress 
had put him in an improper position, and 
asked that it pass a special war tax to 
wipe out those portions of salaries and 
income in excess of $25 thousand. Prob- 
ably, this request will beyomplied with. 
By its procedure, Congress has reas- 
serted its control of government fiscal 
policies, and at the same time disap- 
proved government by executive decree. 

The drive to raise $18 billions through 
the sale of bonds, is proceeding encour- 
agingly. There is no doubt the people 
ure pu sing the securities to the point 
of sacri They are doing so because 
they realize that dollars are bullets and 
that the men in uniform must be sup- 
ported. As there are many in the Ser- 
vices who can afford to buy bonds also, 
it is urged they do so to their uttermost 
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Timit. Thus they will be helping the Gov- 
ernment both upon the battlefield and be- 
hind the lines.

8 Apr. 

On 6 Apr. B-24 heavy bombers of the Tenth 
United States Air Force attacked the Mahl- 
wagon railroad yards in Rangoon. Direct hits 
were observed among the rolling stock and 
on rail sidings. A fire of medium size was 
started, Interception by the enemy failed to 
cause any damage to our planes. 

On 7 Apr. B-25 medium bombers attacking 
the Ywataung railroad yards reported direct 
hits on engine sheds, among rolling stock and 
on the main railroad tracks. A second forma- 
tion, resuming the attack on the same target 
an hour and one-half later, observed several 
fires still burning briskly as a result of the 
initial attack. The second formation reported 
additional hits among yard installations. 

On the same day P-40s armed with light 
bombs and machine guns strafed and bombed 
areas near Shingbwiyang where enemy troops 
are concentrated. High explosive and frag- 
mentation bombs were dropped in the same 
area by medium bombers. 

From these pperations all our aircraft re- 
turned safely. 

® Apr. 

Yesterday an enemy reconnaissance plane, 
flying over our bases in Assam, was success- 
fully intercepted by a single P-40 and shot 
down in flames. 

On the same day another P-40 on recon- 
naissance in the Shingbwiayang area ob- 
served a large enemy supply dump at Ningam. 
After the pilot bad communicated his dis- 
covery by radio, P-40s, armed with light 
bombs, made a combined bombing and straf- 
ing attack which completely destroyed the 
target, 

Violent explosions occurred and columns 
of black smoke rose to a height of 5,000 feet. 

Enemy ground operations in Northwestern 
Burma must have received a serious set-back 
as a result of this attack, in view of the diffi- 
culties of transporting military stores in this 
tortuous jungle area. 

Rad visibility in Central Burma yesterday 


handicapped observation of the results of 
our bombing. 
A B-25 mission against the Meiktila air- 


drome reported bursts along the landing strip 
and In the dispersal areas. A large formation 
of enemy aircraft over the target failed to 
intercept our planes, 

Our B-24 heavy bombers that attacked 
Heho airdrome were handicapped by Spring 
haze. 

Our heavy bombers made a successful at- 
tack on the enemy headquarters at Toungoo. 
More than thirteen tons of bombs were ob- 
served to burst in the target area, causing 
numerous explosions and fires, smoke from 
which was visible for twenty miles. 

All our aircraft returned safely from these 
operations. 

13 Apr. 

A formation of P-40 fighter planes of the 
Tenth United States Air Force yesterday at- 
tacked the village of Walabum in Northwest- 
ern Burma with light demolition and frag- 
mentation bombs, This village had been re- 
ported used for an ammunition and supply 
dump for enemy troops. Direct hits were ob- 
served on buildings and the settlement was 
completely destroyed. All our fighters re 
turned safely.

failed to meet the total of workers quit- 
ting and new employees needed.

996 persons left shipyard employment, 
122,378 of these being on the West Coast 
alone which had by far the poorest show. 
ing of the four coasts. 

Only two per cent of the total tur» 
over represents men who entered the 
armed forces. 

Lack of housing facilities was blamed 
as one cause of workers’ quitting. 

Better success is being had in the re. 
cruitment of men to man the ships them. 
selves. At a conference of maritime labor, 
steamship operators and government of- 
ficials in Washington on 7 April, diseus- 
sions were had on current problems—the 
deferment of seamen, methods of improy- 
ing manning procedures, repatriation of 
American seamen stranded abroad, and 
manpower requirements. Ship delays due 
to failure to obtain crews have been re. 
duced to less than three a month, and 
hope was expressed that this number can 
be reduced still further. 

Don’t Like CIO Plan 

The War Shipping Administration has 
informed the Truman Committee that it 
has rejected a plan advanced by CIO off- 
cials to concentrate control of all shipping 
and of all cargo in the WSA, and in turn 
to have this control vested in national 
and local tri-partite boards composed of 
management, labor and government. 

Three objections to the plan were 
listed. Such boards would be slow to 
function, and could often reach decisions 
only after lengthy deliberations; neces- 
sary secrecy in certain movements would 
be impossible with such boards in con 
trol, and it would be disruptive to take 
from the Army and Navy their long 
established control of their own shipping 
services.

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Check Retired Advancements 
(Continued from First Page) 
officers upon retirement will tend to become 

the rule rather than the exception. 

“In view of the foregoing, the Navy De- 
partment considers that the existing pro- 
visions of law relative to advancement in 
rank on the retired lists of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, and other services within the 
scope of such laws, specially commended for 
performance of duty in combat, should be 
specifically limited by law to the commenda- 
tions awarded prior to 9 Sept, 1939, the date 
of the declaration of the President of the 
United States of a state of emergency. 

“The enactment of the proposed legislation 
will not involve any cost to the Government. 
It might result in a saving to the Govern- 
ment, but it is impossible to make any worth- 
while estimate of such possible saving at the 
present time.”

4 Commodores Named Under 
New Law 


Acting shortly after he approved the 
bill, 8. 829, restoring the rank of commo- 
dore in the Navy, the President on 14 
April nominated four Navy captains for 
temporary appointment in the new grade, 
dll to rank from 12 April. 

The officers nominated are: 

Capt. Oscar Smith, while serving as 
commander, Special Task Force No. 1, 
United States Fleet. 

Capt. Lee P. Johnson, while serving 
as commander, Rear Echelon, Amphibious 
Force, Atlantic Fleet. 

Capt. Robert G. Coman, while serving 
as commander, Service Force, Seventh 
Fleet, (Southwest Pacific Force). 

Capt. Lawrence F. Reifsnider, while 
serving as commander of transports, Am- 
phibious Force, Third Fleet (South Pa- 
cifie Force). 

All four appointments thus are to be 
held only while stated assignments are 
held. This is in line with the stated ob- 
jective of the bill just approved. The 
bill itself was an amendment to the Navy 
Temporary Promotion Act of 24 July 
1941, so that the restored rank of commo- 
dore is temporary. 

Additional appointments to the new 
rank will be made from time to time, but 
it is not expected that the total of ap- 
pointments will be very large. Whether 
any commodores will be assigned for duty 
ashore is not yet definitely determined, 
but predictions are that some commodores 
might well be so used. 

The Coast Guard’s need for commo- 
doré would probably lie in assignments to 
shore rather than sea billets, since few 
Coast Guard vessels operate at sea in 
units. 

One assignment in which it might be 
advisable to place Coast Guard commo- 
dores would be in the various Coast 
Guard districts which are analogous with 
Naval districts. The Coast Guard district 
officer is thus under the Navy rear ad- 
miral commanding the naval district 
while the Coast Guard is operating as 
part of the Navy, but Coast Guard ac- 
tivities within each district are wide- 
spread. Usually more than one Coast 
Guard captain is performing duties with- 
in the district. This condition makes the 
advantages of havng a commodore in 
command of the district obvious. 

The new commodores will wear the his- 
toric insignia of that rank—the single 
star on shoulder straps and on flags, and 
the single broad stripe on the sleeve. 

A commodore ranks with a brigadier 
general in the Army. He fills the gap 
between captain and rear admiral which 
has existed since the rank was abolished 
in 1899. 

Until the grades of rear admiral and 
commodore were authorized during the 
Civil War, in 1862, captain was the high- 
est Navy grade. However, since the days 
of the Revolutionary War the title had 
existed as a courtesy rank, and was ap- 
plied to a senior captain in command of 
two or more vessels at a time. Once ap- 
plied to an officer, the title of commodore 
usually stuck. The mention of the title 
recalls such names as Commodores John 
Paul Jones and John Barry in the Revo- 
lution; Truxtun, Bainbridge and Preble 
during the French and Tripolitan Wars: 
Decatur, Cassin and Oliver Hazard Perry 
in 1812; and Kearney, Conner and Mat- 
thew ©. Perry in later years. 





Service Women Doctors 

Having passed the Senate this week, 
H. R. 1857, which authorizes appoint- 
ment of women physicians and surgeons 
in the Medical Departments of the Army 
and Navy, now awaits the President’s 
signature. 

The bill specifies that the Surgeons 
General are to appoint and remove at 
their discretion, subject to review by the 
interested Secretaries, qualified women 
of the medical profession. 

The women doctors are to be commis- 
sioned for the duration, plus six months, 
in the AUS or the Naval Reserve and are 
to have the same pay and allowances and 
rights as Reserve officers. 

During the debate on the bill in the 
Senate, Senator Johnson, of Colo., pointed 








out that there was a definite need for 
women doctors and anesthesia experts ip 
the Army and Navy. He stated that a 
relative of Secretary War Stimson, Dr. 
Barbara Stimson, “was not accepted by 
our own armed forces but now holds the 
rank of a major in the Royal Army Medi. 
cal Corps and is stationed at London.” 

The Navy plans to appoint 600 women 
doctors divided equally among the grades 
of lieutenant (jg), lieutenant and lieutep. 
ant commander. Authority to appoint 60 
women doctors in the WAVES already 
has been given. 


Congress at War Fronts 


The question of whether Congressiona! 
sub-committees should inspect war actiyi- 
ties in North Africa and other fronts was 
bandied about Washington this week, 
with groups in and out of Congress both 
favoring and opposing the move. 

To date, the only specific request for 
transportation to make an inspection trip 
has come from the Senate National De- 
fense Investigating Committee, whose 
chairman, Senator Truman, of Mo., who 
is also a member of the Military Affairs 
Committee, has asked the President for 
permission to make the trip. 

The President stated that he had turned 
the request over to the Chief of Staff. The 
latter, according to Mr. Roosevelt, wants 
as few Congressmen as possible to tour 
the war fronts, because every bit of space 
on outgoing ships is urgently needed. The 
Chief of Staff, therefore, expressed the 





hope that inspection trips would be 
limited as far as possible. 
Following announcement of the re- 


quest of the Truman Committee, the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee declared 
that it should be the committee to under- 
take the inspection. Although three mem 
bers of the Military Affairs Committee 
Democratic Senators Truman, Walgren 
and Kilgore—are also members of the 
Truman Committee and conceivably, 
with the addition of a Republican repre 
sentative for each committee, could make 
the trip and render separate reports to 
each committee on the topics each is in 
terested in, such a simple solution is not 
likely to be adopted, and two separate 
groups probably will make inspections 
eventually. 

Chairman Walsh of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee stated that his com- 
mittee did not want to make “hasty and 
limited jumps from one naval base to an- 
other for the purpose of making super 
ficial investigations.”” Chairman May of 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
this week stated that his committee 
would make no inspection trips. 


Aid to Service Mothers 

The method by which the $1,200,000 
recently appropriated by Congress for 
medical care of expectant mothers of ser 
vice personnel of the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh pay grades will be allocated 
has been approved by the Labor Depart 
ment which is soon to issue a formal 
publication of instructions. 

Under the procedure set up by the 
Labor Department, the expectant wife of 
a serviceman would apply for financial 
assistance through her doctor or a clinic. 
Blanks to be filled out will be obtainable 
from local Red Cross Chapters or from 
public health nurses, and will be sent by 
tle doctor to the State health depart 
ment. 

These blanks will indicate, among other 
information, the grade, name and serial 
number of the husband. 

It has been decided that if a pregnant 
wife of a serviceman of the fourth grade 
or lower has applied for financial as 
sistance, the subsequent promotion of the 
man, during his wife’s pregnancy, to 4 
grade higher than the fourth will not 
terminate the assistance rendered. 

Provision is made for payment of neces 
sary medical expenses out of the appro 
priation, together with hospitalization 
when necessary. The serviceman or his 
wife need make no contribution. 

The $1,200,000 appropriation was made 
for the current fiscal year, which ends 
30 June 1943. To finance the medical aid 
program to 30 June 1943, an additional 
$6,000,000 was asked of Congress this 
week by the President.
